Records also show that 
the mission “padres” referred 
to the mountains as Sierra 
Madre (Mother Range). Both 
“San Gabriel” and “Sierra 
Madre” were in common 
usage until 1927 when the 
U.S. Board on Geographic 
Names ruled for San Gar- 
briel. Midge Morash refers 
to information in “The San 
Gabriels” by John W. Ro<- 
binson. 

Today the San Gabriel 
Range is almost universally 
accepted, she states. 

It is true, she says, that 
an early postmaster suggest¬ 
ed naming the settlement after 
the “mother range that shel¬ 
ters us from the north and 
gives the water which is our 
life,” but the mountain range 
behind Sierra Madre was later 
named San Gabriel Range, 
according to “Vistas.”

The Sierra Madre Police 
Reserve program began in 
1942. The Sierra Madre Po¬ 
lice Reserve Unit was formed 
in October, 1963 in response 


to a need of backup person¬ 
nel by the regular police offi¬ 
cers. There are now 17 re¬ 
serve officers volunteering 
their time all hours of the day 
and night to serve the commu¬ 
nity of Sierra Madre. 

These men and women have 
graduated from a Reserve 
Police Academy with 260 
hours of training in compli¬ 
ance with state regulations 
for reserve police officers. 
They come from a variety of 
backgrounds and a wide 
range of occupations. There 
is no distinction in the field 


between the regular and re¬ 
serve officer. 

In the past year, reserve 
officers have added approxi¬ 
mately 4500 hours of police 
protection to the city. Reserve 
officers are called upon every 
day of the year to respond 
to emergency situations such 
as fires, floods, stake outs, 
to transport prisoners and to 
fill in shortages of regular 
personnel. 

They also assist with such 
activities as traffic control 
during the July 4 parade and 
escorting the Rose Float yearly.

What’s wrong with us? 

A discovery in a remote area of Thailand 
has shed new and exciting light on the world 
as It was 55 centuries ago—prehistoric Ban 
Chiang. 

Perhaps the most exciting and yet curious 
discovery about these ancient people is their 
sophisticated metalwork and yet there were no 
military tools among the findings. 

Their bronze metalwork dated sometime 
after 3000 B.C. and their ironwork Is the 
oldest yet unearthed in East Asia. But no tools 
to kill. 

These prehistoric people of Ban Chiang 
carved no tablets, painted no frescoes, built 
no cities, but they left evidence in iheir pottery 
and motalwork of an artistically and technolo¬ 
gically sophisticated civilization which flour¬ 
ished for about 4000 years. 

Their iron artifacts included bangles and 
bracelets—some of the oldest iron objects 
found in East Asia. They fashioned delicate, 
twisted wire necklaces from a unique kind of 
bronze made with a high tin content. 

They were a peaceful society endowed with 
economic prosperity, security, stability and 
high aesthetic achievement for 4000 years 
and then they disappeared. 

Questions rush to our lips: Where did they ~ 
go? Who were they and where did they come 
from? What was their influence on other re¬ 
gions? 

And why were there no military tools among 
the things found at the extensive archaelogical 
site? 

A final last question: Why do we feel our 
societies must be judged by military strength?
